In his studies and in articles published in counsel¬ 
ing and social psychology journals, Dr. Linkowski has 
specialized in society's attitudes toward physical and 
mental disabilities, and the attitudes of the disabled 
toward their own condition. 

Recent articles published in the International Journal 
of Social Psychiatry (1970) and the Rehabilitation Counsel¬ 
ing Bulletin (1972) summarized a cross-cultural study of 
attitudes toward disabilities in Denmark, Greece, and the 
United States. 

Dr. Linkowski is president of the National Capital 
Personnel and Guidance Association and a member of many 
national counseling organizations. 

He holds a B.A. degree in psychology from the University 
of Buffalo (1961), an M,S. degree in rehabilitation coun¬ 
seling from the State University of New York at Buffalo 
(1963), and a Ph.D. degree in counseling and guidance 
from the latter institution (1969), A resident of Alex¬ 
andria, Va., Dr, Linkowski, 35, was born and raised in 
Buffalo, N.Y.
